WASHINGTON, Deo. 2.—The president, 
at a meeting of 
cabinet yesterday, 
submitted a rough draft of his forth- 
coming annual meaeage to congress. 
It 
was fully and freely discussed for nearly 
four hours and will again be submitted 
to the cabinet in the form in which it is 
to be sent to congress. 


Those who know say it will contain 
approximately 22,000 words. From ex- 
cellent sources it is ascertained that Mr. 
Bayard's department will absorb the 
lion's share of the president's message, 
d e will announce, in the first place, 
either the result of the labors of the fish- 
eries commisBion, or the fact that they 
are still at work. There is an impression 
prevailing that the commission will sit 
ior the last time on Saturday next. This 
indicates that a negotiation of a new 
treaty has been found impracticable. 
This result is said to be favored by 
Mr. Bayard, who is represented as de- 
sparing of getting the treajy acted upon 
by the senate in its present temper. 
What the president will probably be able 
to announce in his message is that the 
commiesion has agreed upon an inter- 
pretation of the treaty of Wahwah. The 
revision of naturalization laws and the 
establishment of a central bureau for 
registration of naturalized citizens end 
a hint as to the advisability of 
the 
restricting, 
by 
federal statute, 
of 
immigration of 
an undesirable 
ki^d, 
are among the topics discussed by the 
president, in view of the recent anarchist 
demonstrations in various ports of the 
country. 
Regarding the tariff and other 
questions of finance, the president has 
little to say, the present plan being it is 
said to let the secretary of the treasury 
deal with both questions in his annual 
report. 
In a general and very guard- 
way the president recommends, it is 
understood, a liberal enlargement of the

list, 
mentioning 
however 
by 
name 
none 
of 
the 
articles 
which 
in his opinion ought to be placed there. 


codification of the banking laws 
amended in the manner proposed by the 
comtroller of currency, is recommended, 
he president, it is thought, will in a 
cautious way, recommend a liberal sys- 
tem of appreciation for the Mississippi 
river.

A BAD CONFLAGRATION. 


The Town of Eminence Partially Des- 
troyed by Fire. 


He Leaves Office With a I'eeliog of Sad- 
ness, Declining to be Responsi- 
ble for Future Events. 


PABIS, Dec. 2.—The sitting of the 
chamber of deputies was resumed last 
night.

A council was held at the Elysee pal- 
ace after the second sitting of the cham- 
ber. 
M. Bouvier having explained the 
bearing ou the vote, M. Grevy turned to 
each minister and a^ked him his opinion. 
All told him his immediate resignation 
appeared peremptory. 


12:30—Everything is quiet through- 
out the city thus far.

clare they arrested Paul de Boulede and 
Louise Michel yesterday, to save them 
from the violence of the crowd. 
The 
papers generally are of the opinion that 
after the events of yesterday President 
Grevy cannot postpone his resignation. 
Some of the papers believe the events of 
yesterday will restore union among the 
republicans. 


QBBVY BESIGNS.

President Grevy's resignation has been 
sent to the presidents of the senate and 
chamber of deputies. 
It will be read at 
the openings of the sittings of the cham- 
bers.

The Plan», Resources and Expenses of 
the Fort Wayne Company 
Talked Over. 


The Fort Wayne Street Railway com- 
pany is going to give the citizens of 
Fort Wayne a net-work of lines and a 
service better than any city enjoys if 
the people of Fort Wayne permit them 
to do so. 


When the three additional new cars 
arrive the company will have twenty- 
seven street coaches in all. 
They have 
stable room for eighty-four horses and 
will need every one of them when the 
extensions contemplated are made, and 
there is every reason to believe that an 
intelligent council will grant them the 
right-of-way. 


"We have sixty-five horses and fifteen 
cars in service now," said Manager Lum- 
bard, "acl the expenses of the company 
are jast S70 a day. 
I have given the 
business the best and largest portion of 
my time since last May, and then the 
efficiency of the service is not what I 
would have it. 
It is difficult to make 
drivers watch the street crossings for 
passengers, and when a car is crowded 
they lose from five to six fares, because 
they are not apt in the art of collections. 
The receipts of the company are very 
fair in bad weather, but in fair weather 
there is an alarming falling off." 


It is said the company has engaged an 
eastern man to come here and superin- 
tend the business.

friend of Kobespierre: 
"Constanti- 
nople has just lost its oldest inhabitant 
in the person of M. Dimitrios Antippa, 
who died on the 10th inst., at the ex- 
traordinary age of 115. He really 
counted as a figuie in history, though 
few who Icnew him and respecteil him 
as a modest yet influential merchant 
were aware how eventful had been the 
early part of hi.s lon^ life. He was 
born in 1772, at Cephalonia, his parents 
being engaged in commerce at Con- 
stantinople. 
Here he remained iintil 
he was 15, when, yielding to the per- 
suasion of the attache at the French 
Embassy—M. Chenier, brother of the 
famous poet a ad a great friend of the 
family—Antippa pere resolved to send 
his son to Pariu, the center of thbught 
and learning, where he might complete 
his education in the best way. The 
boy saw tho French Capital during it^ 
most awful revolutionary period. He 
witnessed all the ghastly scenes of the 
Keign of Terror. 
He knew Murat, 
Danton, Robespierre personally. 
As a 
Greek he could frequent both Giron- 
dist and IMontaguard sf ciety ; and wag 
intimate, now with Camille Desmouline 
and Barnave, now with Tallien and St, 
Just. 
In Mme. Tallien's 
salon he 
danced the Carmagnole and sang "Ca 
ira." He was a frie id of poor Andre 
Chenier, and saw him die. 
He also 
was present at the murder of Marie 
Antoinette on the scailbhL 
In fact, he 
witnessed the guillotine destroy all its 
most famous victims. 
When the storm 
had passed, in tho calm time which 
Buccceded it, young Antippa returned 
to hia pareiital honae at Couataiitinople^
